‘Memorial Diptomatique) to thelr honor, bat his kind 
Intention were balked on the day fized by the unfs- 
Yorable weather. Jt was postponed, however, but 
not abandoned. ‘ 

On the evening of thiirdepartare from Miramar, 
near Trlesta, they were pnt sboard the yacht opp
